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Test of Salads Is Flavor

The beauty of an ‘attractive salad 
.Jies in fresh materials, crips greens 
end appealing color arrangement, but 
the real test of perfection depends 
: yon flavor. 

The loveliest combinations fail to 


Eatisfy unless the scasoning be suit- 
able and sufficient. Salt sprinkled 
ever the finished salad may help 


some, but it cannot completely season 
as when carefully blendel with in- 
gredients. So it really is necessary 
to taste a mixed salad, perhaps sev- 
eral times, before serving it. Of 
‘course, it isn’t possible to season any 
food to suit all tastes, but, at least, 
we may avoid a flat flavor or an over- 
abundance of condiments. No one sea- 
soning. should predominate, but the 
completed dish should he -a_ perfect 
blend. There seems to be no end of 
salad receipts and they are helpful 


proportions but, after all, the finat 
test is the taste. 


The oil selected can make or mar 
the best of salads. Fine oil is a real 
food, not just another luxury, and 
good oil keeps well. No amount of 
seasoning can conceal a -poor oil. 
Whether one chooses a vegetable oil 
or a pure olive oil is a personal mat- 
ter, dependent upon one’s taste and 
i purse. Many people find it satisfac- 
tory to blend the two, securing some 
of the true olive flavor with the’ bland 
and cheaper oils. Purity and food 
value are similar in all salad oils.

drop of oil may turn rancid and ruin 
the flavor of what is poured later. 
French d may be made in 
quantity successfully and kept in a 
tightly closed glass jar. Allow an inch 
of space above the dressing to give 
room for the vigorous shaking of 
contents each time it is used. The oil 
and acid will separate as it stands, 
but come together again quickly when 
required. One part acid to three of oil 
is the regulation proportion, but some 
tastes prefer less oil. Mixing dry sea- 
soning together, then with the sharp 
liquid gives best results. Vinegar may 
be cider, malt or white wine, with 
taragon as an agreeable addition tv 
any of these. Fruit salads select lem- 


omit the pungent mustard. 


People who enjoy the commercial 
French dressings need not bother with 
home-made affairs, but your epicure 
loves to combine different seasonings 
for different salads and gets immense 
satisfaction from the interesting re- 
sults. Salt, pepper, sugar, paprika 
and mustard are the standard dry in- 
_gredients, enhanced upon occasion 
with a dash of cayenne, tabasco or 
curry powder. Some of the varied ta- 
ble sauces add agreeable flavor, and 
onion juice or some sliced garlic is 
essential with some vegetables. The 
garlic, of course, remains in the jar 
when the dressing is poured. If one 
fears that it may snea’: through into 
the salad, the piece may be speared 
on a tooth pick, which prevents any 
annoying misbehavior. 

In soup or stew the same procedure 
is advisable. 

If uncertain about even measure- 
ments and the dressing is made in the 
jar, try pasting a strip of paper, 
marked off into fourths, upright, on 
the outside of the container, with am- 
ple room above as suggested. This 
does away with an oily measuring cup 
to be washed. Some mfshed chutney, 
pickled walnuts, chopped _ onion. 
minced parsley, finely cut celery or 
green pepper give enjoyable variety to 
French dressing for lettuce, tomatoes, 
shredded cabbage or cucumber. A lit- 
tle mashed cream cheese or some, sharp 
cheese grated combine well with sal- 
ads and thick sour cream is Often a 
safe addition. You will like drained 
bits of chopped tomato over romaine, 
the rich red of chopped bits with cab- 
i bage, the brilliant diced pimento over 
Spanish onions, fine .green, onions 


on juice, rather than vinegar, and. 


with cucumber and minced ripe olives 
on tomato salad. . 

Hard cooked eggs add. food value 
and flavor to many salads. The yolks 
may be riced to give body to the dress- 
ing but do not add chopped whites 
long. before serving as they toughen 
unpleasantly in French dressing. 
Made mustards serve a definite pur- 
pose in certain salads and freshly 
ground pepper is sure to be pungent. 
Capers ioe a distinctive flavor that 
discourages constant use; on fish and 
blantl vegetable salads they are 
heartily welcome. Chili pepper and 
pepper sauce are too hot for general 
service but are often popular with 
masculine members. Chopped mint is 
agreeable with tomato, slivers of red 
radishes. add liveliness to a combina- 
tion salad, grated raw carrot com- 
pletes a union of pineapple and crisp 
cabbage, and washed roquefort in a 
well blended dressing is perfect on 
quarters of head lettuce. 

For a delightful chiffonade dress- 
ing try blending two riced egg yolks 
with half a teaspoon of salt, a tea- 
spoon of paprika, a dash of cayenne, 
and a half a tablespoon of minced 
parsley. Mix with two tablespoons of 
vinegar and add a tablespoon each of 
minced green peppers, ripe olives and 
chives. Pour in five tablespoons of 
oil, shake thoroughly and use over a 
combination of lettuce, celery cab- 
bage and water cress. 

Salad greens need thorough drying 
after careful washing, as no dressing 
will adhere to wet ieaves. Old nap- 
kins absorb moisture readily, and for 
immediate use, wet lettuce leaves 
spread singly on the linen, rolled 
lightly and patted gently, emerge dry 
and crisp. 

Salad ingredients daintily arranged 
for serving, then covered with French 
dressing, often look more inviting 
than when blended beforehand, but 
the thorough mixing of all ma- 
terials makes for perfection and econ- 
omizes on dressing. A bowl of ample 
size, the wood salad spoon and fork 
and a light hand allow for deftly 
combining the greens and _ dressing 
without losing’the crisp lightness. It 
is an accomplishment well worth cul- 
tivating. A choice green salad compli- 
ments a perfect dinner.

Postal Department 


DETROIT. Sept. 12.—(/)—An in- 
crease in the rates on first-class mail 
will be recommended to the next ses- 
sion of congress by the postoffice de- 
partment, Postmaster-General Brown 


said in an address here last night be- 
fore the convention of the National 
Association of Postmasters. 

Mr. Brown reviewed the history of 
the posta] service and the existence 
during most of the last half,a century 
of deficits in its operations. Allow- 
ance now has been made for non- 
postal services, such as handling gov- 
ernment business, he pointed out, but 
added that an increased income is 
needed to wipe out losses in postal 
operations. 

The present letter 2-cent rate, he 
said, was adopted in 1885. Two cents 
in that year corresponds in com- 
modity vaiue -to 31-2 cents now and 
in wages to 7 cents, he said. He in- 
dicated that an increase of letter 
postage to 21-2 cents would end the 
postoffice deficit.

ASKS. AGREAGE CUT 


Says Only Hope for High 
Tobacco Price Is in 
Small Crop. 


RICHMOND, Va., Sept. 12.—(/)— 
T. M. Carrington, of Danville, Va., 
chairman of the board of the Tobacco 
Association of the United States and 
its past president, said here today 
that overproduction is the cause of 
present low prices of bright tobacco 
and no attempt at price regulation can 
be successful. 

Crop diversification and reduction 
of acreage to apppoximate the demand 
constitute the best remedies for the 
present situation which. the tobacco 
farmer can find, Mr. Carrington said. 

Diversification “so that no farmer 

\will find himself entirely dependent 
on tobacco for a living” was advo- 
cated, the tobacco official pointing 
out that no state’s farmers can hope 
to limit the supply alone in view of 
the wide range of the plant’s produc- 
tion. . 
In regard to price regulation, Mr. 
Carrington recalled efforts of Eng- 
land to control the price of rubber 
and experience in this country with 
wheat and cotton. 

He said that United States domes- 
tic manufacturers use about 300,000,- 
WOO pounds of bright tobacco each 
year. In 1929, 748,002,000 pounds 
were produced in this country. Stu- 
dents agree, he said, that with a good 
demand from abroad some 400,000,000 
pounds can be used there, but under 
normal conditions 300 to 350 million 
pounds would be a fair estimate. 

This condition exists, he said, in 
the face of attempts in Africa and 
Australia to produce tobacco.

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AMERICA’S WAR LEADER HONORED TODAY 


As He Ripens Into 70th Year 


War Memoirs 


BY KIRKE SIMPSON. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—(&) 
welve years’ ago today—yes, 12 

years almost to the hour, the battle 
of St. Mihiel was won,” General Persh- 
ing said. : 

He sat as'he spoke at his desk in 
the dim, quiet office that has been re 
stored to him from presidential occu- 
pation, an-effice rich with carved and 
painted reminders of another more 
stately day. He looked eastward from 
the deepest window over the green 
beauty of the White House grounds, 
over the White House itself topped by 
the rag! swaying folds of the flag 
to whfch John Pershing has given with 
soldierly devotion all the years of his 
manhood. 

Tomorrow's sun will peer over that 
far horizon to see Pershing at his 
desk as the seventieth year of his life 
opens. Friends and high officialdom 
will come trooping to do henor then 
on his birthday to America’s great 
captain of the World War. 

But it was not of tomorrow that 
he thought as he sat so quietly look- 
ing eastward toward France today. 
It was not of his own life story he 
dreamed, colored with glory and with 
tragedy, but of that day 12 years ago, 
and of comrades who fell and still 
sleep “over there.” 

That St. Mibiel victory was a mile- 
stone in American history. It fell 
upon the eve of Pershing’s fifty- 
eighth bigthday. It was a double vic- 
tory for him. Not alone did his le- 
gions sweep away in hours an enemy 
salient that had stood for years 
against French armies, but the bat- 
tle realized the thing for which he had 
fought from the hour he set foot on 
French soil. 

It was an American army, Amer- 
ican officered and under Pershing’s 


personal command, that fought at St. 
Mihiel, and but for Pershing’s dogged, 
unrelenting petsistence in allied coun- 
cils, that army might have been dissi- 
pated in allied ranks as man power 
replacements to fight under foreign 


ags. 

it is all very fresh in the general’s 
memory now. At 70 his face is deep 
carved with lines set there in France ; 
but his shoulders are erect and sol- 
dierly as they were as a dashing cav- 
alry subaltern. And he has just 
finished another task, self set this 
time. 

For Pershing has conmipleted his 
memoirs, his own story of the ‘A. E. F. 
from his appointment as commander 
to the armistice. It takes two vol- 
umes to tell it now, free of restraints 
that curb official reports. And eyery 
line of it, whether written during his 
several trips to France to look up 
data or here at home, is his own. It 
was all dictated to his military stenog- 
raphers, then worked over in_ pencil 
to suit him. And it deals’ bluntly 
with many things, including American 
unpreparedness for the struggle and 
responsibility for that unprepared- 
ness. 

“And it is a book I never intended 
to write,” the general said smilingly. 
“Yet I have found that so few folks 
know where our army camg from or 
what it actually did. Even veterans 
of the A. E. F. know so little. So 
I have set it down as a duty to them 
and to their sons.” 

‘‘And have you found some pleasure 
in doing it?’ the general was asked. 

“Yes,” he said, “and that is strange 
because I dreaded it at the start. Per- 
haps I. may write again some day. 
Perhaps I may start with those .boy- 
hood days in old Missouri and write 
of what I have seen and known. Who

Davis Is Leader. 

The delegation appearipg in behalf 
of Highway No. 3 was headed by J. A. 
Davis, of Albany, and included about 
50 representatives from cities from 
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Thomasville, Albany, Americus, But- 
ler, Griffin and Atlanta. 

Mr. Davis told the commission that 
the association of which he is presi- 
dent, State Highway Association No. 
3. came to urge the completion of the 
60 miles of road yet unpaved. He 
pointed out that this road is a very 
important trunk line connecting south- 
west Georgia and south Georgia with 
middle and upper Georgia. 

Other spokesmen for this project in- 
cluded Louis Moore, of Thomasville, 
who emphasized the fact that this 
road is the air line route to Florida 
points and is important in getting 
tourists into Georgia. Representafives 
of the Barron G. Collier interests at 
Albany stated that this company was 
interested in getting the road com- 
pleted. inasmuch as it owned $1,000,- 
000 worth of property near Albany. 

Route to Mountains. — 

Other speakers called attention to
